A Report is fpread here, that the French have 
poffefs'd themfelves of Uberlingen, and Langen Ar- 
chen fituate on the Lake of Conftance. The affem- 
bled Cantons fent a Deputy to defire the Marfhal de 
Villars not to approach that Lake with his Troops ; 
to which that General rerurn’d anfwer, That he would 
comply with their requeft, on condition they would 
allow of a Communication through Swifferland be- 
tween his Army and Alfatia. The French Officers 
have permiffion to bring their Baggage through Swit- 
zetland, bur are not to travel above a certain num- 
ber in a Company, nor to carry Fire-Arms, nor un- 
der colour of their Equipage to convey any Ammu- 
nition or Contraband Goods; but we fee plain 
enough that no body will dare to fearch their Bag- 
gage, and Confequently that they will carry whhr 
they pleafe. A certain Swifs Captain nam’d Dies- 
bach, has ‘tis faid ftop’d a French Courier on the 
Frontiers, and open’d his Letters, which the French 
refent very highly. The Canrons are now confult- 
ing whether they fhall take the Lake of Conftance 
into their Protection; The Roman Catholick De- 
puties fhew no Difpofition to ir.
